  18  ACTION BROUGHT UNDER § 11-209 OF THE COMMERCIAL LAW ARTICLE, ASSERT AS A 
  19  DEFENSE THAT THE PERSON DID NOT DEAL DIRECTLY WITH THE PLAINTIFF.
